NO RESPITE 

The Germans, given no respite

American and British drives. It 
was the eighth day of an Allied 
offensive to eliminate the German 
Maas salient and prepare the 
ground for a big smash into the 
northern Siegfried line. 

The British drove to points ap- 
proximately three miles north of 
Amerika, while American forces 
pushing steadily eastward from 
the Deurne area continued to roll 
across the Deurne canal. 

Lt. Gen. Courtney H. Hodges’ 
American First Army in hand-to- 
hand house-to-house fighting 
through Aachen won control of 
more than half of the city, find- 
‘ing German resistance as stub- 
born and strong as it was on the 
first day of the siege of the big 
German center 11 days: ago.

Continued From First Page 
officers in the various “fights to 
the end” ordered by Hitler from 
St. Malo on had not had something 
to do with it. Hitler’s command: 
ing officers had sat in the best 
shelters. As long as these shelters 


rémained impregnable, they had 
shed the blood of their soldiers 
with great courage. But when our 
bullets started knocking on their 
private doors, I pointed out, they 
decided that was “the end.” The 
German general wag stiff with an- 
er for a moment, Then he re- 
axed, 

“When the play is over,” he said 
quietly, “only the lunatic actor re- 
mains on the stage.” . 

It was true in France. and in 
Belgium and it Was true during 
the weeks I spent in Germany that 
about 70 per cent of the German 
army felt the play was over and 
were glad of a chance to get off 
the stagé. Seventy per cent of 
the German army did not fight for 
the Siegfried line in the area 
where we cracked it. They did 
whatever elsé a soldier can do on 
the front line besides fight—run 
away or surrender. Judging from 
the news from Aachen, the same 
thing has been true there. Father- 
land or no fatherland, Fuehrer or 
ho Fuehrer, they were quite glad 
to be taken prisoner and even 
“when we were standing still in the 
last weeks of September the Amer- 
can First Army was bagging an 
average of 1,500 prisoners a day. 


NAZI MOBILITY 


The only way in which the 
Germans are better off now than 
they were in Normandy is in mo- 
bility. Their army is infinitely 
‘inferior to the army we broke 
and swept up and bagged there. 
Their air force can no longer put 
up even as good a losing fight 
to defend their army’s mobility— 
its bridges, railroads, highways 
and vehicles—as it did in May, 
June and July. But autumn 
weather will help them. Autumn 
weather will increase relatively 
the reichswehr’s mobility, too, by 
décreasing ours. 

Hitler’s famous autobahnen— 
the greatest military highways in 
the world—are of considerable 
value to his hard-pressed reichs- 
wehr as long as weather immo- 
bilizes our air forces. These 
roads are 105 to 108 feet wide 
and, what is even more impor- 
tant, each has running —— ide 
it a good gravel road ena ling 
fast-moving traffic to bypass the 
big, slow trains of trucks that 
80 often clogged the good high- 
ways in Belgium and France that 
we weré using. 

* But what an air force of the 
caliber that the United Nations 
air forces have reached can 4d6 
to roads and truck transport has 
to bé seen to be credited, - Not at 
any time in the course of this 
year was there a main highway 
in France or Bélgium that the 
Germans dared use for truck con- 
voys, except for main roads run- 


ning through forests where trees 
closed them off from the sky. 
This was plain to see by the vast 
system of slit trenches that the 
Germans had built to shelter their 
transportation personnel from our 
Planes. There was a deép, well- 
built, clearly marked slit trench 
every 50 feet on évery side road 
I traveled for more than 400 


miles from the Normandy beaches 
past the German border. re 
were no slit trenchés along thé 
main roads except in the Argonne, 
in the Ardennes forest ahd in the 
forest lands south of Aachen.

WHICH IS SAFEST?

I Knew Thered Be 
Lots of B-29 Action 


In the summer of 1943 I went on my first 

i oe trip to an American bomber base to a’ large 
~« headquarters well out of “London. 

They. assigned me a cot in one of the huge rooms of the great 
old house which our Army had taken over. “I’m tired,” I said, 
“and when I am very tired, as I will be before we get to bed 
tonight, I have been told that I snore. If you have any heavy brass 
around here keep me at a far distance from his cot.” 


“The colonel sleeps over there,” they said, pointing to a corner. 
“You won’t,bother him. He never sleeps' when anyone else does.” 

The Fortresses were going off the next morning. We sat late 
talking.’ About midnight a short, grave-looking man walked in. 
He had on an. old sweater and no rank showed. They introduced 
me to Col. LeMay. He got a lot of papers and went out. We 
turnéd in about 2 o’clock and they called us at 4, a hand shaking 
our shoulder and a brief flash of light*doing the job. We dressed 
in the dark, as not all in the vast room were getting up. It was 
raw and cold with a heavy ground fog which was almost mist. 


We ate the powdered eggs, mixed and scrambled hurriedly so 
that now and then a lump of dry-powder broke between the teeth 
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was heavy in our eyes. We were half finished when Col. LeMay 
came in, his eyes deep and red. with fatigue and lack of sleep, He 
took a cup of coffee and went on out. ’ . 


Out at.the field dawn was just coming. The heavy Fortresses 
were being given a last-minute check and pilots and crew were 
coming out of the briefing room. Soon the big Fortresses were 
waddling up to the head of the runways, taking off with a roar and 
climbing heavily into the sky, laden with bombs and gasoline. The 
first red rays of sun caught the wings and dew streamed off, iri- 
descent and shimmering for a moment as if unseen hands were 
shaking out an exotic scarf. 


LeMay saw them go and then climbed wearily into a jeep. The 
driver took him back to headquarters. 


“He'll sleep now two or three hours,” said the officer with me.

| Airpark and Airport 
Are Both Essential 


The Personal Aircraft Council of the Aero- 
car 4 nautical Chamber of Commerce of America, in 
eres conjunction with the National Aeronautic Asso- 
ciation and with the advice of government agencies, has published 
a book designed to offer intelligent suggestions to communities 
which do not ‘want to be left out of the procession of progress when 
it becom@s commonplace for the ordinary citizen to use a private 
pom for personal transportation, just as today he uses his pri- 
vate car. 

Private flying, the book asserts, is now at the crossroads where 
automobiling was in the early stages of the Auto Age. Just as soon 
as the end of the war permits return by the aviation industry to 
civilian production, sound and economical personal aircraft will 
pour off the .assembly lines and almost everyone in the country 
will be flying. 

It is pointed out that the automobile only became a universal 
convenience when public roads making auto travel easy and reason- 
ably safe were built. In the early days of the auto it was the mud 
and roughness of the then roads which, as much as anything, dis- 
couraged early motorists. 

The system of highways which now nets the United States has 
proven the best public investment ever made. It has created a new 
era of economic prosperity. 

The same development is envisaged for personal aircraft as soon 
as the cities, towns and communities provide the necessary equip- 


ment. This equipment is airparks, 
nn The difference between an airport n air- 
The Diflerence conn pet 

An airport is one of the vast and costly centers of ‘commercial 
air transport, where fast and speedy commercial air liners come 
in at all hours of the day or night. Where there is a schedule which 
must be maintained as rigidly as train schedules, where the average, 
’ casual private airplane cannot come in because of the minute-by- 
minute use of the runways for the fast, scheduled air liners. 

The airpark is a convenient, smaller and less regulated landing 
place, where private planes may drop down and land at any time, 
and park while their operators attend to their affairs in the neigh- 
borhood. Just as, today, we park our automobiles on a parking 
lot and go about our business. 

The landing strips on these airparks, it is recommended, may 
be in the shape of X’s, T’s, V’s or L’s. The surfacing should be 
turf and they may cost, according to type, anywhere from $6,000 
to $250,000. 

The most costly are the larger ones, rectangular, with an X 
landing strip, which should be located in the downtown city area, 
within a block or two of the main business section. These can 
be construajed on land cleared of sub-standard buildings and should 
be so planned as to combine the advantages of the airpark with 
a park where pedestrians may stroll or rest,

. Then there should be airparks conven- 

Suburban Airpark iently located in the suburban or resi- 

dential areas. These need not be so expensive nor so large as the 

downtown airparks. Cost is estimated at from $25,000 to $100,000. 
It is suggested they be in the shape of an L or a V. 

Another type is for cities which have quiet bodies of water, 
such as smooth rivers or lakes, where aircraft equipped with water 
landing pontoons may land. These are air harbors, equipped with 

. hangars and ramps for the storage of the aerial watercraft. 

Then, last of all, are small landing strips, placed adjacent to 
cross-country highways, away from the cities, where aircraft may 
land if their operators do not desire to enter the city areas. These, 
too, are emergency landing parks, to be dotted all over the country. 
Called flightstops, these need not cost more than $10,000, maybe 
less. They will be in the shape of T’s or L’s and will not cost 
much to maintain. 

And there should be an airpark at every holiday resort, where 
personal aircraft owners may easily land when on holiday. 

All these, of course, should be constructed and maintained by the 
community, through tax money. Just as highways are constructed 
and maintained from tax money. ‘ 

Whether a community sees the light or not, such airparks will 
be commonplace essentials in a few years’ time and the city or town 

which fails to proyide them will find itself gradually slipping out 

of the limelight.and deteriorating into one of those forgotten towns. 
It will be as serious as though the town were, today, on neither 
paved highway nor railroad.

Check the 
history of the last. century and 
you will find few years when 
there was no warfare anywhere

Peace between nations, like 
that,. between .our own. states, 
must’ be based’ upon the common 
belief that war is. unthinkable. 

When statesmen discuss lasting 
peace, they seem to lack both en- 
thusiasm and deep conviction. 
|They seem to regard it as an im- 
practical ideal that might be at- 
tained if we were willing to pay 
the price; but they frankly doubt 
the willingness of other nations 
to co-operate.in‘ such idealism, 
and their’ fine weasel words boil 
down. to. this: “If peace is too 
much bother or costs too much or 
interferes too much with our 
freedom of action, “we don't 
want. it,” . ts 

So long as people feel that 
way, we'll have no peace. So 
long asthe idea of world peace 
is debatable, there’ is little hope 
of attaining it. We couldn’t end 
slavery and human sacrifice if 
they..were still debatable. An 
evil thing is doomed only when 
the common conscience of man- 
kind -condemns .it—when. al] ra- 
tional. people’.hate it and look 
upon..it with horror and loath- 
ing, as they look upon sex per- 
version... 
' As a man. thinketh in his heart, 
so is‘he: That rule never fails: 
If all. men.in their hearts hate 
war and: désire peace, we shall 
have peace, But while we re- 
gard war as a terrible but um 
avoidable evil, which may be 
justified when other means of 
persuasion fail, we shall have 
war. 


Everlasing peace between na- 
tions is as “practical” as certain- 
ly attainable as honest money, 
or incorruptible courts, or free- 
dom from ‘tyranny, or the abo- 
lition of dueling, peonage and 
child labor.

WASHINGTON.—Some of thé ‘newspaper- 
ae ‘ men who have accompanied Gov..Dewey in many 
ay$ of his campaign trips over the country report 
that he-has abandoned all hope of winning the election, but is de- 
termined ‘to wage as vigorous a fight as possible with a view to 
holding himself available as a Republican presidential contender 
again in 1948. | | ee 

The reports ‘have a plausible ring and would tend to expiain 

: Dewey is now conducting. | 
‘After starting out in a mild sort.of way, the New York Gov- 
ernor has reduced the plane of his campaign to about the lowest 


level the country has seen since the Hoover-Smith contest of 1928. 


Exposed by the administration for repeating one falsehood, 
Dewey consistently has trotted out another ‘of -even greater pro- 
portions to support. his first misrepresentation. The tactics he is 
pursuing are t of a desperate man. - Under no conceivable 
circumstances are they counted to gain support for him from the 
great mass of independent voters of the country. 

A typical example of Dewey’s tactics is found in the manner 
he replied to the White House statement over the weekend, show- 
ing how he had deliberately lifted single sentences from various 
statements of government officials and used them in a way to indi- 
cate the-very opposite from what the officials had intended to say. 

‘The Republican candidate’s reply was that the White House 
statement confirmed everything he had said! No intelligent person 
could read. the two statements without being amazed at Dewey’s 


‘distortions. 


They are not what is to be expected of a candidate for the high 
office of President. 
Dewey stuck his neck out earlier in the campaign by attributing 


‘to the administration a policy informally suggested by Selective

The first was the killing by mass 
violence of the Roman prison direc- 
tor, Donato Carretta, and the sec-

imprisonment of the director of 
the Bank of Italy, Vincenzo Azzo- 
lini. 


In the first case, the man who 
had been the jailer of the Roman 
anti-Fascists, and who was mistak- 
en by-some for his superior, Pietro 
Caruso, was lynched and drowned 
by the mob. Herbert L. Matthews, 
of the New York Times, who was 
present, was understandably horri- 
fied. For there is, in truth, noth- 

more, terrible and insulting 

to human dignity, than the. spec- 
tacle of a blood-thirsty mob. Mr. 
Matthews’ spontaneous reaction 
was: This is worse than Fascism! 
Here was wrong. Among the 
atroci committed ‘by Fascists 
was the drowning in the Arno 
river of five liberal lawyers, in 
the fall of 1925, under circum- 
s almost exactly parallel— 
and with the difference that the 
’ Florence lynching was organized 
by the state. And what has been 
done surreptitiously in the torture 
chambers of Fascist and Nazi se- 
cret police. and. in the so-called

Nazi government was not the state, 
but was the anti-state, a party 
seizure of illegal power. 

‘Now, if apparent legality is, in 
ressence, illegality, then the sup 
porters of legality are driven into 
formally illegal actions. The prob- 
lem of law becomes completely 
confused. The lawbreaker be- 
comes the supporter of law and 
the law-abiding its destroyer. 


I am, for instance, put to it 
to imagine under what strictly 
legal authority Hitler can be’ tried 
for anything. In the conscience 
‘of mankind it has become a crime 
to wage an aggressive war, but it 
is mo crime in law. Possibly he 
could be tried for crimes against 
the state under the Weimar con- 
stitution, still theoretically in ex- 
istence. But a smart lawyer could 
make a persuasive case that every- 
thing he had done had been for- 
mally legal. 

Yet this state of affairs is in 
sharp contradiction to the feeling 
for justice all over the world. 


In such a situation, there is no 
justice except revolutionary jus- 
tice. All law rests, in its final 
analysis, on the state of public 
consciousness and conscience. The 
ancient Greeks believed that to 
kill a tyrant was justice, since 
tyranny was the negation to jus- 
tice. The basis of the Swiss law 
was an illegal act—the killing by 
Wilhelm Tell of the “Protector” 
imposed upon the Swiss cantons, 
whose authority the Swiss would 
not accept. 

It has always been futile to be- 
lieve that Fascism could be liqui- 
dated by the forms of law by 
which we try ordinary criminals 
in constitutional states. A new 
justice has to be born, and a new 
law created,.and it will be born 
in revolutionary tribunals because 
there are no other tribunals.

Michener 


And the UAW 


NEW YORK-—Thé. recent na- 
tional convention of the United 
Auto Workers of the CIO, voted 
to remove from office Lew Mich- 
ener, its regional director on the 
west coast, who has long been 
identified with the Harry Bridges, 
or Communist, faction. 

This development in Michener’s 
case, sets in motion, a train of 
thought. 

Michener was gne of the most 
violent leaders of the Communist 
insurrection, so described by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, himself, at the 
plant of North American Aviation 
in Inglewood, Cal., in 1940, when 
the United States was beginning 
its armament program, an effort 
beset on all sides by sabotage 
under Communist union. auspices, 
mainly those of the CIO. 

Mr. Boosevelt finally sent the 
Army to drive off the rioters so 
that American workers, men and 
women, could build and learn to 
build fighting planes. This block- 
ade was not a labor dispute be- 
tween the company and the em- 
ployes but, as the President said, 
an obstruction of the American 
program of preparedness, directed 
from a foreign source, Russia be- 
ing at that time in a state of col- 
laboration* with Nazi Germany. 
The American Communists, who 
now are found in Mr. Roosevelt’s 
camp, violently co-operating with 
Sidney Hillman, held the war to 


in the United States, their plan 
was to hamper conversion from 
the industries of peace to those 
of war so that. Hitler could beat 
Britain and then turn, in full 
strength and, possibly, with Rus- 
sia’s help, against this nation. 

After the insurrection was 
broken, the United Auto Workers 
saw the political necessity of a 
mild rebuke to Michener, so he 
was removed from his position and 
made ineligible for “elective” of- 
fice in the union for one year. 
Then, to circumvent its own order; 
the union gave him an “appoint- 
ive” position as assistant to his 
own successor. In this combina- 
tion the successor was a stooge, 
and Michener resumed his old 
powers after a brief . interval. 
Within a year he was restored to 
full standing on the national exe- 
cutive body of the U. A. W. and to 
his old job as west coast director. 

Since then, although physically 
fit, childless, though married, and 
only, 35 years old at ‘present, 
Michener has received draft de- 
ferments on the ground of essen- 
tiality in the war industrial effort. 
Last year he was called for in- 
duction but his case was appealed 
to Washington and Maj. Gen. 
Lewis B. Hershey, the director of 
the draft, gave him a deferment 
in the national interest. Michener, 
by then, had become a member of 
the regional War Labor Board. 

His essentiality might seem to 
have ended now with his removal 
from his latest union job, not. at 
all in rebuke for the North Ameri- 
can sabotage or for Communist as- 
sociation, but for internal political 
reasons arising from _ factional! 
rivalry within the union. That his 
deferment will end does not fol- 
low, however, and seems unlikely, 
although millions of other men no 
more favorably situated financial. 
ly have been drafted during the 
long term of his comfortable im- 
munity. 

Another UAW celebrity of the 
same exciting period, Wyndham 
Mortimer, also was “disciplined” 
in an outward display of. patriotic 
righteousness and, likewise, was 
taken care of after a short term in 
the shadows. Mortimer, as “or- 
ganizer” for the UAW, helped 
Michener in the North American 
job and was formally “dismissed.” 
On November 3, 1941, however, 
after Hitler had attacked Stalin, 
he was re-employed by the UAW 
in Cleveland as an “organizer” at 
the plant of Thompson: Products, 
manufacturers of equipment for 
planes and automobiles for the 
government. 

Explaining this action, the presi- 
dent of the Cleveland CIO Dis- 
trict Auto Council, said “the boys 
felt Mortimer should get a break.” 

Mortimer later bobbed up in 
Los Angeles as director of the 
State, County and Municipal 
Workers and organizer for the 
Mine, Mill and Smelter Workers, 
both of the CIO and both known 
for their tolerahce of Communist 
activities. And less than a month 
ago, the Los Angeles county 
branch of the Communist Politi- 
cal Educational Society, elected 
him a vice president. This society 
is one of several disguises assumed 
by the Communist party for the 
purposes and duration of the New 
Déal-Political Action campaign, 
since the. party “dissolved”, itself 
and went underground. 

A third diligent UAW dignitary 
who tied up conversion in that 
critical period is Harold Christof- 
fel, president of the Allis-Chalmers 
Union, which strangled production 
of vital equipment, mostly for the 
Navy, and specifically for the de- 
fense of Pearl] Harbor, for 76 days 
in 1941, prior to the German blow 
at Russia. It was shown that 
thousands of fraudulent votes were 
cast in the balloting on the strike 
but the Department of Justice did 
nothing to the union or any of its 
officiuls. 

Christoffel, now 31 years old, is 
married and has one child but, at 
last reports, his wife was employ- 
ed, and he was enjoying an occu- 
pational deferment as an “essen- 
tial” man in war industry, . al- 
though he was otherwise fit and 
eligible for war. 

R. J. Thomas, the national pres- 
ident of the UAW, was one of 
the boss unioneers who went to 
France on a political mission in 
August to assure the Army men

world today. Its issue will de 
termine the basic character and 
quality of human civilization on 
this planet perhaps for centuries 
to come. Though it is part and 
parcel of the present war, that 
duel transcends the war in ulti- 
mate importance. It is manifest 
on the surface of affairs in some 
places, implicit in all places, In 
our own country it has been at 
the .core of the political and eco- 
nomic turmoil of the two decades 
between the two world wars, and 
it may become. intensified to the 
point of a showdown in the years 
ahead, under the terrific pressures 
of postwar problems. 


I refer to the fateful duel be- 
tween two conceptions of human 
existence, two ways of life, that 
may be summed up in the over- 
simplified formula: Individualism 
versus statism. 


The contest cannot be identified 
in terms of party labels or regions, 
because it cuts across political and 
geographical lines. 


The United States is without 
doubt the outstanding example of 
individualigsm.in practice, as well 
as the greatest champion of the 
principle, yet there are millions in 
our midst who- yearn for the 
“planned seciety” under an om- 
niscient and omnipotent state. 
Russia and Germany are the fore- 
most examples of statism in ac- 
tion, yet there are millions in 
those countries who yearn for re- 
lease from the yoke of an en- 
throned state. 


The history of our epoch makes 
no sense without this key to its 
mystery. The age-old struggle be- 
tween authority and liberty seems 
to have come to a head. In coun- 
try after country the principle of 
authority has triumphed; in oth- 
ers, particularly in America, lib- 
erty is‘still in the ascendant, 
though harassed and on the de- 
fensive as never before in our na- 
tional career, 


Everywhere, it would seem, an 
answer is being sought to the rid- 
dle whether the people own the 
stafe or the state owns the people; 
whether the individual human be- 
ing or the abstract aggregation of 
human beings (government, so- 
ciety, the state) is the central ele- 
ment; whether the fullest unfold- 
ment of man or’ the glory and

Distrust of / exceBsive govern- 
ment power has been so wide- 
spread in America, #0 much a part 
of the fabric of our everyday be- 
liefs, that until recently it wag 
taken for granted; All 
and groups agteed on keeping the 
state within bounds, no matter 
how they might have disagreed on 
other things. 


to fight down the rising doubts 
and questions is in itself a systém 
of the totalitarian disease which 
threatens to infect our body poli- 
tic. " 

“The histery of liberty,” sdid 
Woodrow Wilson, “is a history of 
the limitation of governmental 
power, not the increase of it. 
When we resist, therefore, the ton- 
centration of power, we are re- 
sisting the processes of death, be- 
cause concentration of power is 
what always precedes the destruc- 
tion of human liberties.” 


History is replete with proofs 
that concentrated power is not 
only a corrupting but a self-per- 
petuating force. Those who ac- 
quire it tend to hoard it and ‘to 
expand it and every opportunity, 
just as other people hoard and in- 
crease their physical possessions. 

Superstates, alas, are not ad- 
ministered by. supermen, They are 
obliged to operate through the 
same kind of human, fallible, self- 
interested persons as run business 
and labor unioris and other pri- 
vate undertakings. They quickly 
develop a vested right in their 
offices, and use their power first 
of all to protect that right. In- 
variably they snowball into un- 
wieldly bureaucracies that become 
a class apart, with. interests of 
theif own—not of the people but 
over the people. 

It is surely no accident that 
free political institution’ have. al- 
ways coincided with free economy, 
with private enterprise. It hap- 
pens that capitalism requires free- 
dom to live and survive—the free- 
dom represénted by an infinite 
number of separate business deci- 
sions, some right, some wrong, 
some, profitable, some failures. 

State enterprise must restrict 
freedom, no matter how idealistic 
and: freedom-loving its administra- 
tors. Many of those who started 
the Communist experiment in Rus- 
sia honestly believ that “the 
state will wither away” after a 
time, once capitali had been 
abolished. It did nothing of the 
sort, Far from “withering away,” 
the Soviet state became ever more 
centralized and the margins of 
personal freedom ever more re- 
stricted. 

We may take it, therefore, that 
political oppression is not an ac- 
cidental by-product of state mo- 
nopoly of economic life but its 
necessary and inevitable condition. 
The planners, especially if they 
are public-spirited, cannot risk the 
bankruptcy of their plans through 
interfrenece by popular prefer- 
(ences and prejudices. In the na-

A “Fortune” survey now re- 
leased shows that in a study made 
during the week of September 25, 
public opinion on the presidency 
divided as follows: 50.1 per cent 
for Roosevelt; 44.1 per cent for 
Dewey, and 5.8 per cent undecided. 


It is significant that the unde-| 
cided vote is low—probably low 
enough to permit assumption that 
it will divide in the same propor- 
tions as the positive vote, which 
would give President Roosevelt a 
popular majority of 53.2 per cent. 
In 1940 Mr. Roosevelt carried the 
state with a popular majority of 
53.04 per cent. 

Further questions asked during 
the same study, however, indicate 
that the President’s present lead 
is not a firm and unshakable one, 
but is one that could be upset. In 
short, there are people today lean- 
ing to Roosevelt who are not yet 
definitely committed in their own 
minds ‘to vote that way and are 
still playing with the idea of sup- 
porting Gov.

198,500 tons more. 

When Cmdr. Clifton saw his wingman, Lt. Dale Klahn, with 
whom he had flown 500 hours, go down at sea, he screamed to his 
men: “He must be saved!” Immediately he gathered his Hellcats 
together, daringly smashed at shore base artillery, and Lt. Klahn 
was recovered in a hair-raising rescue by a British submarine, 

In June of this year the brave group of heroes (who claim no 
honors individually but only for their outfit as a whole) were dis- 
bursed to new bases ahd “Jumping Joe” is now safely back in the 
United States, stationed at the Green Court Naval Station in Florida.

“Georgia Tech’s contribution to 
the war effort, and to ordnance, 
has been threefold,” Gen. Harris 
stated. ““Graduates of the school’s 
Army ROTC are now holding hun- 
dreds of key positions in ordnance. 
Thus, Tech has contributed per- 
connel. . 

LABORATORIES PRAISED 

“Secondly, Georgia Tech’s labo- 
ratories have raised the quality 
of our arms and ammunition,” 
Harris continued, ‘and thirdly, the 
research carried on by members 
of the faculty have contributed to 
the improvement of our weapons.”

There’ have been other Jalna 
stories. “The Building of Jalna” 
is the ninth in the series, but first 
historically.

Certainly, when 
Howard Mumford Jones, dean of 
the Harvard Graduate School of 
Arts and Sciences, speaks as en- 
thusiastically about a book as he 
does in the following lines, it must 
be given a high rating:

Adventure’ to say that it is a

ROME, Oct. 19.—(UP)—Three 
Allied columns moved against the 
Po valley industrial city of Cese- 
na today, while to tae wést Amer- 
ican troops carved a path through 
the foothills of the Apennines to 
within nine miles of Bologna and 
Negro troops of the 92d Division 


‘along the Ligurian coast near 


Massa. 

Although German troops contin- 
ued to fight desperately, spurred 
into stubborn resistance by threats 
of reprisals against their families, 
a steady deterioration of enemy 
resistance was noted on most 
fronts, particularly in the Cesena 
area.
